The German radio quoted Petain 
as declaring “the letter which the 
Fuehrer addresses to me is not a 
letter written by an enemy but by 
a friend.% 

Included in the German flood of 
propaganda was a report that Pe- 
tain had expressed appreciation for 
Hitler’s offer to permit removal of 
the Vichy government to Versailles, 
and that he would consider the 
change “in due time.” 

Contrasting border advices said 
Petain would remain in France as 
a citizen only, feeling that he had 
performed his task of guiding the 
nation as long as the armistice 
was in force. But, it was added, 
he would interfere in no way with 
resistance by the French, 

Before the French news agency 
announced that Petain still was in 
Vichy there had been reports the 
Marshal had left for an undis- 
closed destination. with Gen. Max- 
ime Weygand, former French com- 
mander in North Africa.

BASE AT TOULON 


Bern Hears It Is in Cor- 
sica — Some Reports 
That Warships May 
Join Allies Against Axis. 


LONDON, Nov. 11 Gap).—The 
French fleet still is at Toulon, its 
Mediterranean naval base, the 
Vichy radio declared late today. 

Although this agreed with the 
latest unofficial word in .London, 
there were reports that all or part 
of the French naval force had 


sailed to join the Allies. 

(Paul Ghali, Chicago Daily News- 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
Bern, said in a copyrighted dis- 
patch that according to reports in 
Switzerland the French~ fleet had 
arrived at Ajaccio, Corsica, where 
it was awaiting further orders 
from Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain, French Chief of ‘State.) 

Juncture of the French fleet 
with the Allies in the Mediter- 
ranean probably would bring to 
the Anglo-American forces three 
battleships, seven cruisers, 25 de- 
stroyers and 27. submarines. 

The Admiralty denied reports on 
the German radio that the demili- 
tarized French naval squadron at 
Alexandria had been taken over 
by the British Navy.

BRITAIN’S LONG-SILENT BELLS 
TO RING OUT NEXT SUNDAY 
Announces to Commons 
RA Victory.” 
LONDON, Noy. 11 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill announced to 
the House of Commons today that 
“to celebrate our victory directions 
are being given to ring bells 


throughout the land next Sunday 
morning.” 


The Mediterranean thus took its place as the great new 
front of the war as German troops moved into unoccupied 
France 24 years, almost to the hour, after the signing of the 
first World War armistice. 


The wedge-shaped French protectorate of Tunisia, through 
which President Roosevelt asked for passage for American 
forces from Algeria to Libya, was the first contested prize. 
German broadcasts, perhaps seeking an excuse for Axis 
troop action, said Tunis, the capital city, ‘‘has been attacked 
by United States troops since Wednesday morning,’’ and de- 
clared that the garrison there was resisting.- 


Italians Seize Bizerte. 


Axis forces already were there. An Allied headquarters 
spokesman said Nazi combat planes and air-borne soldiers had 
been moving into Tunisia ‘‘for some little time.’ The British 
radio said Italian marines had oceupied the Tunisian port of 
Bizerte, and other reports. told of German parachutist land- 
ings. Bizerte is the largest and best naval base in North 
Africa and is second only to Toulon among France’s naval 
establishments, 


The German movement through unoccupied France was 
rapid. A dispatch from Huesca, Spain, said German troops 
had reached the French-Spanish frontier north of Canfranc, a 
Spanish town in Huesca Province at a pass in the towering 
Pyrennes Mountains. A German column moving through 
Lyon was expected to reach Marseille this evening, the Vichy 
radio said, : 

Italian troops: marched west on the Riviera coast and oc- 
cupied Nice and advanced from the Alps to Chambery, 40 
miles southeast of Lyon. 


Besides guarding the back of Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s broken force in Libya, the Axis move into Tunisia was 
regarded as a desperate effort to beat the Allies to control 
of the central Mediterranean at its narrowest point, the 90- 
mile wide strait between Sicily and Cape Bon, Tunisia? 

It seemed apparent that Tunisia would quickly become the first 
battleground of this war between German and American ground forces. 


Americans Moving East. 

The French- colonies of Algeria and Morocco capitulated to the 
Americans at 7 a, m. today (2 a. m. St. Louis time), and Lieut. Gen, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's forces occupied the Moroccan capital of 
Rabat and the big Atlantic port of Casablanca. 

The. powerful American expedition, relieved of French resistance, 
was moving toward Tunisia, presumably by rail, road and sea and 
had already occupied Bougie, 120 miles east of Algiers. 

A spokesman.at Allied headquarters said he did not know 
whether American or British troops had yet entered Tunisia. 

French radio reports continued to emphasize the arrival.of Amer 
ican and British convoys in the Mediterranean area, and quoted ob-

LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP). — A

Of the epochal events changing 
the whole military and political 
complexion of the war on two con- 
tinents, even as he spoke, Churchill 
declared: 

“Today news.reaches us that 
Hitler has decided to overrun all 


of France, thus breaking the 
armistice to which the Vichy Gov- 
ernment had kept such pitiful and 
perverted fidelity at the horrible 
‘cost even of sacrificing their ships 
and sailors in firing on American 
rescue ships. - : 
“They have been struck down 
‘by their German task masters.... 
“Here is the moment when all 
Frenchmen: should sink personal 
views and rivalries and think, as 
Gen. De Gaulle is thinking, only 
of the liberation of their native 
land.” 
Tells of Fall of Casablanca. 
Churchill periodically gave re- 
ports of the progress of the war 
in North Africa—he told Commons 
the news of Casablanca’s capitula- 
tion had come just as he entered 
the chamber—and made this pre- 
diction: 
“The House may be sure that 
many things are going to happen 
in the next few days and I should 
be merely presuming if I attempted 
to give a digested opinion on the 


situation which will develop in 
North Africa, in France or in 
Italy, except that we shall shortly 
have far greater facilities for 
bombing Italy.”

Exile Government, 

Virtually the last obstacles to 
British-American retognition of a 
refugee French Government have 
been removed, There was no longer 
the necessity to maintain the pre- 
tense of recognizing Vichy. 

Defection of Gen, Henri Honore 
Giraud and possibly other eminent 
soldiers and statesmen, some al- 
teady in North Africa, would pro- 
vide the basis which some quarters 
maintain Gen, Charles de Gaulle 
has always lacked for a broad goy- 
érnment in London. 

“This is a most significant Ar- 
mistice Day,” a British source said. 

“It must be remembered that 24

Hitler’s Explanations. 

Hitler, in his communications to

He said that the weakness of the 
French forces in the Mediterranean 
rea would make it easier ground 
than German-held Western France 
for Allied invasion and that the 
German Government wag aware 
that plans of Allied operations pro- 
vide that the next attack would 
be made against Corsica and 
against the south coast of France. 

“In these circumstances I felt 
compelled to. order the German 
Army immediately to march 
through the unoccupied zone—and | 
this ig now being done—and to 
march to the point aimed at by 
the Anglo-American landing 
troops.” 

Again and again he insisted that, 
as far as the French were con- 
cerned, it was a friendly maneuver. 

Immediate withdrawal of Ger-

Bitter About Giraud.

But, one said, “he dared not 
leave the French Mediterranean 
coast unguarded with the Allies in 
possession of the French North 
African coast.” 

British military sources. esti- 
mated that Hitler had more than 
20 divisions—almost a half million 
men—in West Europe from which 
to send forces south, — 

An Allied source said that Petain 
“probably will protest and resign.” 

“But it won’t matter whether he 
resigns or not if the government 
is headed by Pierre Laval, Jacques 
Doriot or Marcel Deat,” he added. 
“It would be the merest puppet.” 

Laval, at least, was said to have 
come to an understanding with the 
Germans in Paris. 

The German demarche announc- 
ing the decision to enter unoccu- 
pied France was said to have been 
handed personally to Petain fast 
night by Krug Von Nidda, the Ger- 
man Consul General, 

The first word of the action 
came in a broadcast by the Paris 
radio on which a Nazi military 
spokesman read Hitler’s announce- 
ment to “Frenchmen, officers and 
men of the French Army.” The 
letter to Marshal Petain also was 
broadcast. Subsequently details 
were added from stations in Vichy, 
Berlin and Rome, 


INDIAN LEADERS CONSIDERING

HULL CALLED T0 WHITE HOUSE 
FOR THIRD TALK IN TWO DAYS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called Secre- 
tary of State Hull to the White 
House in mid-afternoon today for 
a third conference in two days. 
No reason was given for the meet- 
ings,

action within two or three weeks 
to inshre an orderly supply of 
man power to increase the strength 
of .the four armed services to 9,- 
700,000 by Jan. 1, 1944, ‘and still 
leave sufficient labor for farm and 
factory. es i 

He disclosed the man power 
needs ‘of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard for the 
next 13% months at a press con- 
ference yesterday and expressed 
the hope that 7,500,000 would 
prove enough for the army by the 
end of 1943.. He said the Army 
was now around 4,500,000. - 

Emphasizing he was speaking 
only in round numbers, he added 
that the Navy would have to be 
increased in the same period from 
an existing million to about 1,500,- 
000, and the Marines and Coast 
Guard from 400,000 to around 
700, r an aggregate increase 
for the four services. of 3,800,000. 

He said the man power prob- 
lem was not an immediate emer- 
gency, but something ‘must be done 
in the next few weeks because of 
the demands for men for the Army 
and Navy, for, workers to insure 
an adequate, food supply, and for 
more thousands for expanding war 
industries. 

Bill Likely in January. 


On Capitol Hill it was reported 


that'an administration recommen- 
dation for man power legislation 
probably would reach Congress in 
January after one more attempt 
to solve the problem through semi- 
official “co-operative controls.” 

House Majority Leader McCor- 
mack (Dem.), Massachusetts, said 
that no legislative action would be 
sought this year. 

The President gave no indication 
of how he would deal with the 
problem, but the belief was gen- 
eral that he would follow, for the. 
present at least, the recommenda- 
tions of the War Man Power Com- 
mission’s management-labor policy 
committee and tighten existing 
governmental machinery . rather 
than favor compulsory legislation.

Induction of married men with- 
out children is one method, but 
draft officials say these will not 
be taken in large numbers until 
next spring if the lower draft age 
proposal becomes law, as now 
seems certain.

WARDENS ARREST 
3 DUCK HUNTERS 
IN GAME REFUGE 


Officers Report Men Were 


Caught at Gilbert Lake 
Near Marquette Park. 


Three residents of the Fast. St. 
Louis area were arrested Sunday 


for shooting ducks in the United 
State Wildlife Refuge in the vi- 
cinity of Marquette Park. 

The arrests were made by Fed- 
eral Game Warden Edward Davis, 
assisted by District Warden Frank 
Rosenthal of Fieldon. 

The men gave their names as 
Edward Gordon Maag, Roy H. 
Henschel and Roy E. Prader. 

The wardens said the three had 
waded out into Gilbert Lake and 
were shooting at the large number 
of ducks gathered there. “They 
fired about 25 rounds each,” said 
Rosenthal, “but bagged only a cou- 
ple of mallards. There must have 
been 10,000 ducks on the lake at 
the time.” : 

Rosenthal said the three woulé 
face charges in Federal Court of 
shooting in violation of the Fed- 
eral Wildlife Refuge regulations. 

“The ducks are beginning to ar- 
rive in this locality,” Rosenthal 
said. “They are at present congre- 
gated in Gilbert and Swan lakes 
of the Federal protected area, 
where there is plenty of natural 
food. When they consume the food 
there, we may expect thousands to 
move out of ‘the refuge into the 
surrounding country in search of 
feed, resulting in good shooting for 
the hunters. A cold spell should 
bring many additional thousands 
of ducks into this area soon.”

I think 
every fellow, in sleeping, cat- 
napped with trigger finger tensed. 
First Real Attack. 

“The Japs must have made ela- 
borate preparations for what they 
planned to be our massacre. Two 
long weeks of constant watchful- 
ness went by. Then about one 
o’clock on the morning of Aug. 21 
came the first real attack. I was 
squatting with two buddies in a 
machine gun nest as the moonlight 
glistened through the tree tops. It

HAD never been on Corregidor before. I found it to be a natural 
fortress about five miles long and averaging about one mile in 
width. It had three defensive positions, called by Navy terms 
Topside, Middleside and Bottomside.

ground Malinta tunnel, located near the Middleside sector, 

I wondered as I walked from headquarters to my new command 
how any island or any group of men could stand what Corregidor 
stood—although the worst was yet to come. The island had been 
bombed and shelled until there: was nothing left except skeletons 
of buildings, twisted railroad irons and earth which seemed to have 


craters literally miles deep dug into it. 


The whole external part of the island had been burned to a 
charred mass of ruin. I was assigned to a unit, called for code pur- 
poses “Battery James,” which faced Bataan at a distance of about 
3500 yards directly across from the morth. It was one of the rough- 
est spots on Corregidor because it was directly in the line of fire 
of the artillery which the Japs had heavily spotted throughout the 


Bataan Peninsula. 


_ There. were no tunnels and no 
foxholes. What underground cov- 
er there had been had completely 
disappeared under the continuous 
artillery onslaughts. Battery James 
received three direct hits in one 
big dugout during the first week 
that I was on Corregidor and 43 
men were killed. We lost an av- 
erage of two men daily from that 
one position, not counting the 
scores who were wounded by frag- 
mentation bombs and shells, 

I think April 12 was the most 
wonderful day of the whole war 
in the Philippines for everybody 
from Gen. Wainwright to the low- 
est enlisted man. We heard a deep 
roar from the south—lI estimated 
probably 15 planes. At first we 
thought it was.a squadron of Jap- 


anese bombers on their way to hit 
Corregidor from their bases in 
Southern Luzon.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
Nov. 11 (AP).—Allied troops, fight- 
ing a desperate Japanese force in 
the New Guinea jungies around 
Oivi while Allied aircraft attacked 
the only remaining path of with- 
drawal for the enemy, are bringing 
their battle to a decision, Gen. 
MacArthur’s headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The Allied flyers flew up and. 
down the line of Japanese supply 
between Oivi and Buna on the 
northwestern New Guinea coast, 
raking ammunition dumps and 
troops with machine gun fire and 


bombing gun positiona, and.supply| . 


depots. 

The Japanese elected to make a 
stand at Oivi after having retreat- 
ed since Sept. 29 from the point of 
their farthest advance across the 
Owen Stanley Mountains upon 
Port Moresby. Since Nov. 3, the 
Allied forces have been close to 
Oivi and, encountering stiff resist- 
ance on a scale they had not faced 
since the Japanese began back- 
tracking, called upon their planes 
and tried encircling and infiltra- 
tion tactics to crack the Japanese 
defenses. | 

The communique reported that 
serious damage was inflicted on 
the Japanese installations and am- 
munition dumps were destroyed. 

All guns in the vicinity of the 
fighting were silenced, the com- 
munique said, and heavy anti-air- 
craft guns were blown from their 
emplacements. . Severe casualties 
were reported inflicted on Jap- 
anese ground troops.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 11 (AP).—

and we were unnoticed by the en- 
emy,” McClure said. “This was an 
anxious moment and we were glad 
to hear the gunner in the rear 
call to‘is, “They are out of sight.’” 

Gunners Got Planes’ Range. 
He paid: tribute to Japanese 
antiaircraft gunners with the com- 
ment that “they got the range 
quick: and things began popping 
all around us.” * 

McClure suffered two dislocated 
shoulders in a. h in China 
some time after the Tokyo raid.

The Rights of Others 


By Angelo Patri 


VERYBODY has his rights and 

they are not to be violated 

without protests and rebellion. 
Even father and mother have 
rights in the family but unless 
they exercise them they lose them, 
and once that happens there is an 
imbalance in the family to the in- 
jury of both. sides. 

It is natural for a mother and 
father to think of their children’s 
comfort and welfare. In our coun- 
try we are likely to think of the 
children’s comfort first, their real 
welfare, afterward. That makes 
the children behave stupidly in 
relationship to their parents and to 
their families, and brings criticisms 
pointed and bitter upon their 
heads. . 


When, for example, mothers give 
way to their daughters in the 
matter of clothes until the children 
are dressed in the newest and best 
while their mothers are downright 
shabby, the girls do not see any- 
thing wrong. They have been 
reared to accept that situatfon as 
natural. Mothers have made it so. 

When father has made no claim 
to his clothes, his neckties, gloves, 
mufflers, studs, and the like, but 
allowed young son to use them as 
his own, without so much as by 
your leave, son thinks that is the 
right way, the only way, because 
he has been reared that way, 
When somebody points out to him 
that he is being brutally selfish 
he is indignant, and unbelieving. 
When, one day, his father loses 
patience and tells him so in blunt 
words, he is shocked and angry. 

The best way is to teach re 
spect for each other’s rights from 
the start, and to maintain them 
even though they seem unimpor- 
tant. It is better for the welfare 
of the child that he learn to 
share, learn to consider the rights 
and feelings of other people from 
the beginning so that he will 
know how to get along with the 
people outside the family. 

A child reared to think that 
what belongs to his family be- 
longs to him for his personal use

child to allow him to take what- 
ever he wants no matter from 
whom, no matter what the cost of 
inconvenience and _ sacrifice. to 
others. It is the one sure way of 
rearing a family pest who is cor- 
dially shunned by everybody. 
Teach children to be consider- 
ate of other’s comfort, interests, 
and belongings. Teach them that 
every member of the family likes 
his own things, likes his own 
forms of play, cherishes his be- 


longings just as he does. And 


now and then, no matter how it 
hurts you hold to your rights and 
let him go without. It takes a 
stout heart and a deep under- 
standing for a father to say, “No, 
you can’t.wear my new tie. I 
want to wear it myself,” but it is 
more than likely. the dose of ex- 
perience in family living the 
youngster needs, 

There is such’a thing as teach- 
ing selfishness by being unselfish. 
Guard your rights in order to 
teach a child the right way of 
living.
